ENSURING CHINA’S TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY. | 


All-Round Pact as Substitute for A.J. Alliance. |

Washington, December 7. 

“Toe Far Eastorn Committee unanimously adopted resolutions 
ensuring the territorial integrity of Chins, providing for the use 'of 
wireless stations and providing for China's neutrality in the event 
of war in which China is not a party. 

* According to information from American afficial sonrees, a 
tentative agreement between Britain, the United States, Japan, and 
“ance, to replace the Anglo-Japanese Alliance, is now being recaced 
to treaty form, and, if accepted by the respective Governments, will 
be sabmitted te the United States Senate. I provides for joint. con- 
* sultation in any matzers affecting interests of the four Powersin.the 
Pacific Islands. Each Power undertakes to consult the others before 
going to war on any differences relating to those Islands. Questions 
between the United States and Japan relating to cable facilities on 
the Island of Yap and other matters will be.dealt with by « separate 
treaty, which is stated. to be nearing cowpletion.

A report was submitted by tha Sub-Committee on Drafting re- 
lating to radio stations for China, which states tha: representatives 
of the. nine Powers at the Canference decided that all radio stations 
in China, whether maintained under the provisions of tha [nter- 
national Provoco! of September, 1901 or, in fact maintained on the 
grounda of any of the foreign Legations in China, shall be limited ir 
use to sending and receiving Government meseages’ and:shall pot 
receive or send commercial, personal, or unofficial messages, in- 
cloding Press matter. 

It is provided; however, that in case al) other telegraphic 
communication is interrupted, then, upon official notiftation 
accompanied by proof of such interruption to the Chinase Ministry 
of Communications, such stations may afford temporary facilities 
for messages excluded as before-mentioned antil the Chinese 

«Government notify the termination of the interruption. 


THE UNITED STATES ARMY. 


Plans for Development. 
. Washingtos. Decemter 7. 

’ The annual report to Congress of Mr. Weeks, Secretary for 
War, declares that the plans for national defence contemplate a 
more complete state of preparedpess than'ever previously in peace 
time, and recommends the maintenance of 4 large surplus of officers 
of the Regular Army to train the Reserve personnel. 

Mr. Weeks suggests doubling the capacity of the Government 
military academy, and says that new types of military equipment 
from the infantry hand-grenade to the heaviest artillery being pro- 
duced will gradzally supplant the existing types. Poison-gas and 
chemical warfare are being s:udied secretly. Although America 
may be opposed in principle to the use of po:son-gas, she cannot 
safely presame a similar attitude on the part of opponents. The ra. 
port emphasises that the United States army is much behind the 
leaders in aerial d2velopment in warfare, and urges every encour- 
agement of commercial aviation.

The single scraw vessel Petri- 
cola, bailt and engined by the 
Hongkong and Whampoa Dock 
Co, Lid. at their works in Kow- 
loon, for the Anglo-Saxon Petro- 
feam Qo. Lid, London, is the 
second oil tanker carrying petro~ 
leum in bulk to be bailt in China, 
and as mentioned, is the second 
of four yossels now uncer con- 
struction for this Company. The 
principal dimensicns: are as fol- 
lows: Length overall, 227 feet; 
Breadth extreme, 53 feet 5 inches; 
Depth moulded, Sl feet; Lead 
draft, 24 feet % inckes; Dead- 
weight carying capacity, S400 
tons. The vessel has a straight 
stem: and’ elliptical stern, with 
long poop, together with a short 
bridge and forceastle, and has 
Leen built on the Isherweed 
longitudinal system of framing, to 
pass Lizyds 100 A.l.

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THE GREAT STUMBLING BLOCK. 

I} for nu other reason than that it saw a definite 
agreement come to between the political leaders of southern 
Ireland and the British Government the year 1921 will go 
down in histury as noteworthy. One can scarcely yet 
appreciate the fact that the Home Role controversy has 
ended, yet it has—apart. of course. from any objections 
which Ulster might bave to. being a partner in the new 
arrangement. Ever since the demand for Home Rule was 
first put fersard asa definite policy in IST] it bas con- 
tinned to be the great stumbling block of British politics. 
Jt has been a rock on which bas split not only many 
adiministratious but—more unfortuuate—a rock on which 
has split the British people. recently to the point of an 
open breach. No question has ever aronsed greater 
auimovities. uO cause has ever been inore fervently advocat- 
ed or tuore strenususly-opposed. To write the bistory of 
the Hume Kule struggle is to write of the sorriest period 
in British politics: to write of the settlement of the prob- 
lern is to write of the finest thing we have achieved in 
years. The Peace of Versailles was scarcely less im- 
portant. . 

The actual details of the settlement yet to hand are 
somewhat meagre, but we kuow enough to show that the 
British Cabinet has’ at jast subscribed to the idea of 
an All-Ireland Parliament. For some little time past things 
have been pointing in that direction. the claim of Ulster has 
been viewed as extreme as that of the men who clamoured 
for a Republic. Mr. Lloyd George and his colleagues have, 
apparently. realised that tue demand of southera Ireland for 
an All-Ireland Goveraineat bas the force of being not only 
popular but also of being btstorically founded. Through- 
out the whole of the last forty years the majority of Irisb- 
men have insisted on the right to govern their own 
country, but because of ‘the vigorous opposition of the 
north-eastern section and also because of a rather wistaken 
sense of fair-play on the part of the British Government 
the act of devolution bas been delayed and haggled over 
until passion instead of reason entered largely into the 
matter.’ There is no need to detail the sordid ‘history’ of 
the. movement and it would be ungracious at this stage to 
speak of blame. It aas been well said that it ie darkest 
at the hour before dawn. The news.of the past few days 
was discouraging-—hope seeined to be given up. And then 
one sliort telegram received at five o'clock’ on Tuesday 
night heralded the better and altogether joyous -news of 
yesterday. The great stumbling block has been rolled 
away Just when it seemed to become of even greater

The “gentleman's 
agreement ” in the case. of the 
Japanesa settlers in Californis 
is in writing, butit is oot a formal 
instrument, Prodenca suggests 
sore simple record, such as a 
minute of proceedings, a memor- 
andum, or an exchange of notes; 
but if the United States Senate, 
which hss a general control of 
foreign relations, feels an in- 
vincible rapugnanca to treaties, 
there is uo imperative need for 
the decisions to be embodied in 
thatform, Asa matter of fact, 
the United Srates Constitution 
does not call for the cansent of 
the Senate so long as the arrange- 
ments ate not reduced to the 
form of a, treaty, albeit it is 
obvions\+ desirable that Congress 
should be acquiescen: in any 
decisions arrived at—a con- 
sideration to which the President 
and the members of the American 
delegation are evidently alive.

Pirates! . 
Doubtless the good folk at 
Home, who nowadays think of the 
Jolly Roger chiefly in connection 
with the revival of Gilbert's de 
lightful comedy “The Pirates of 
Penzance”, would ba, astonished 
to learn bow rife this form of 
depredation still is in Chinesa 
waters.. The case of which we 
published some particulars last 
avening, and this is but one 
instance among many, shows that

The observation was made 
during a trip round the harbour 
aboard the tug Henry Keswiek 
yesterday afternoon, when under 
the guidance of Mr, tt. M. Dyer, 
members of the Trade Delegation 
wero being treated to a beantifol 
viewoftheColony, Witha waveot 
bis hand which took in the whole 


pleasurable contact with many 
new friends. Commerce is nowa- 
days principally built on friend. 
ship and this cip bas brought 
the bonts very much ~ closer 
scross the Pacific. We meet 
mang friends, and the exchange 
of views helps to byild up a 
community of interest which is 
no less advantageous to trade 
than it is to the moral rolations 
between the respective countries,” 
Having been told of local 
lebour conditions and of the 
recent damands for higher wages 
by labourers Mr. Judell said— 
“Conditions in America at the 
present time arenot vary altract- 
ive eitber. Of late, however, there 
bas been w tendency to revert to 
the pre-war scale of wages con- 
sequent on a gradual fall in the 
cost of living. Unemployment is, 
however, rife, and such troubles 
as bave held up Pacific Coast 
shipping are of common oceccor- 
rence. The abject poverty so 
perceptible in many of the places 
we hava visited was surprising, 
when viewing the number of the 
people in the light of the rich 
productivity snd size of. thoir 
countries.
